COLLECTIONS OF TEACHING PIECES OF THE MASTERS 


by 
William J. Mitchell 


During the past few months a good part of our time has been spent in 
the examination and evaluation of anthologies, most of which have aimed at in- 
troducing the student pianist to one or another aspect of the literature of keyboard 
music. The greatest number of collections turned out to be those designed to 
prepare the pianist for an understanding of the Sonatas of the eighteenth and 
nineteenth centuries; these are the Sonatina albums. Others, almost as numer- 
ous, aimed at an informal kind of historicalsurvey extending usually from Bach, 
occasionally pre-Bach, to Grieg and Brahms. Less frequent are the more spe- 
cialized collections of dances, fugues, suites, etc. 


In recommending albums to our subscribers we have thought first of the 
musical value of each composition. Unfortunately, too many publishers seem 
to feel that any piece that happens to have been composed before 1900 is auto- 
matically a classic and therefore worthy of study. Actually the term classic 
denotes quality more than age alone. The bald truth is, of course, that a large 
portion of the music of the past is ofno higher an order than such contemporary 
items as, let us say, the Pixie's Clambake and Galop by Laura Legato. It 
would be an act of kindness to let such venerable nonentities sleep undisturbed 
through eternity. ; 


It is a basic error to assume that if a student plays a sufficient number 
of inferior pieces he will then be ready to attend to the great monuments of the 
art. The chances are that the young performer, unable to withstand such at- 
tacks on his native musical interest and curiosity, will drop the matter of stu- 
dying music before he ever meets a great work. The most stimulating introduc- 
tions to the Sonata literatureare the Sonatinas of Clementi and his contempora- 
ries. The worst offenders are those scribblers of the later nineteenth century 
who seemed constitutionally unable to distinguish, at least in their Sonatinas, 
between "simple" and "simple-minded." 


Another point to which we have held in cur survey is that abridged, sim- 
plified arrangements of compositions servé no clearly discernible instructional 
ends. Especially poor in this respect are simplified transcriptions of chamber 
and orchestral music. Most of those that we examined seemed resolutely de- 
termined to destroy any last vestige of interest in the original. There is, after 
all, a sufficient stock of original, interesting keyboard pieces of all grades of 
difficulty to satisfy the pupil's as well as the teacher's needs.

Of course, editorial defacings of musical scores continue to be one of 
the chief deterrents to a direct, healthy approach to the literature of music. It 
is hard to understand the kind of vainglory that leads an editor to interpose his 
own interpretive indications even where the composer has been quite explicit. 
Recently, an edition of the Brahms A flat major Waltz was examined in which 
that composer's clear and specific dynamic and phrasing indications were re- 
placed by others that can be described only as tawdry and decadent. A dream, 
perhaps some day to be realized, would be a popular edition that remained 
faithful to the composer in all respects and differentiated clearly by the print- 
ing type, brackets, or footnotes, between his intentions and the editor's ravages. 


Two more points came to our attention during the survey. First, it is 
high time that representative twentieth century music be included in the many 
historical collections of teaching pieces. Of those many albums that we exam- 
ined only three or four contained even a timid sampling of contemporary pieces. 
No student can be fairly kept in ignorance of the vigorous music of our own time; 
publishers should cooperate. Second, one could wish that biographical and pre- 
fatory remarks included in albums would represent solid usable material in- 
stead of unsubstantiated legendand false inforn.ation about the ‘rudiments of 
musical form. For the teacher it would be most helpful to include data on the 
exact source of each work. 


Of the collections that we recommend none satisfies all of the points 
that have been mentioned here. However, on the whole, they stand well in the 
forefront of the hundred or more that have been examined. As other superior 
collections come to our attention we shall make mention of them.
